er in the end, as all such speculations fail, 
by the operation of adverse causes, beyond 
the control ot the speculators. The specu- 
lators cannot shorten the yield in other su- 
gar producing countries, and good sugar 
crops will force down prices against all spec- 
ulation. AVe see it stated that while on the 
1st of July, 1800, there were on hand in 
Now York, Boston and Philadelphia, 63,- 
000,000 pounds of sugar, there were, this 
year at the same date, "140,00(1,000 pounds 
on hand, which is cquajj at the present rate 
of consumption, to one-fourth of our wants 
for the ensuing year. The prospect, there- 
fore, is EBt so good for the Havana specul* 
tors as they seem to fancy it i^.—N. Y. Stii^.
